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TONY Blair warned yesterday it 
would be “unwise and dangerous” 
for Britain to give up nuclear 
weapons. 

He outlined plans to spend up to 
£20billion on a new generation of 
submarines for Trident missiles as 
“the ultimate insurance”. 

But the Prime Minister said the 
sub fleet could be cut from four to 
three and revealed the stockpile of 
nuclear warheads could be reduced 
by 20% to no more than 160.

He told the Commons that 
although the Cold War is over “we 
cannot be certain in the decades 
ahead that a major nuclear threat 


emerge". And he pointed to 
countries like North Korea as pos- 
ing a "potentially hazardous 
threat". 

Mr Blair said: *In these circum- 
stances it would be unwise and 
dangerous for Britain, alone of any 
of the nuclear powers, to give up its 
independent nuclear deterrent." 

The current subs will be unusable 
by 2019 and the warheads have 15 
years before they must be scrapped.
